Lessons In Patriotism Pointed 
Out In Memorial Day 
Addresses 

"It is better to fail in n 
righteous cause than to win in an 

* unrighteous one,” Colonel H. B. 
Horsey said in his Memorial Day 
address at the City Park Wednes- 
da ymorning. "If we are to have 
a better civilization we must 
start at tiae root, teaching our 
children in the schools all we 
know of clean living, love of our 
fellow man, and high courage to 
respect and defend our Flag.” 

Colonel Hersey’s address, cli¬ 
maxed the morning’s observance 
ceremonies of the Sierra Madre 
Legion Post and a number of 
civic organizations. 

Stating as his belief that if 
certain high churchmen and edu¬ 
cators succeeded in instilling dis¬ 
respect for the Stars and Stripes 
into American youth, they would 
likewise create disrespect for the 
church .Colonel Horsey continued 
to stress the fact that the best 
possible defense is afforded by a 
strong offense. He pointed out 
that the average person believes 
his county tax bill to be weighted 
with veterans’ compensation, 
while in reality not a cent of that 
■% bill can be attributed to such a 
source. 

Memorial Day observance com¬ 
menced at 9 o’clock in the morn- 
_ ing, when a parade formed in 
~ front of the City Hall, and Le¬ 
gion Commander Roy Shetler 
presented St. Rita's school with 
an American flag. Rev. Father 
Hyacinth Clarey in accepting 
spoke a few words of apprecia¬ 
tion in behalf of the school. Then, 
headed by Legion color bearers 
and guards, the parade started 
toward the cemetery. In the line 
of march were groups of school 
children from both the public and 
parochial schools, with several 
color bearers in each group; 
members of the Legion Auxiliary 
and the Junior Auxiliary, with j 
their blue military capes afford¬ 
ing a colorful sight. 

Guests of honor in Mayor Clay 
Reavis’ automobile, were F. O. 
Nichols, E. J. Webster, M. H. 
Hawkes and Henry Schauser, last 
remaining veterans of the Civil 
War living in Sierra Madre. They 
participated in ceremonies at the 
cemetery and the decorating of 
the plaque of war dead's names 
at the park.

Caukin, in the absence of Wilbur 
F. Thayer, read the roll of the 
names of these Sierra Madreans 
who died in France. Taps was 
sounded by Bugler Bealey, and 
the cemetery rites were closed. 

A few minutes later the crowd 
gathered in front of the Park 
House, and Mayor Reavis intro¬ 
duced Mrs. Pearl Virginia Stein- 

berger who led a community ' 
sing, with Mrs. Myrtle Hill ac¬ 
companying at the piano.

T h a t c h e r ’ s 
Plans For His 
Re-election 

Tax Problems, Flood Control 
And Welfare Relief 
Held Paramount 

Supervisor Hugh A. Thatcher 
yesterday officially announced 
himself in the race for election 
this Fall. In filing his declara¬ 
tion of candidacy Thatcher out¬ 
lined his campaign, rating tax 
problems, their solution; flood 
control and welfare relief as the 
three important planks in his 
platform. 

As to taxes he says there is 
no question but that the cost of 
government must come down and 
he proposes "to deal with the 
cost of government on a sane 
business basis through a syste¬ 
matic, detailed analysis of the 
charter functions, first eliminat¬ 
ing the overlapping, useless de- 
i partmental activities that have 
I been the constant means of an 
increase in budgetary require¬ 
ments.” 

He adds that “the fiscal prob¬ 
lems of the county involve a 
burdensome special assessment 
fund requirement that, because of 
the continued mounting cost of 
government and in face of de¬ 
preciated property- values, places 
the burden upon special assess¬ 
ment improvement districts which 
must be adjusted and relieved so 
that the affected property may be 
restored to the tax rolls.” 

Concerning welfare relief, he 
says: "This is an institutional ob¬ 
ligation falling upon the county 
with such a burden that the or¬ 
ganization to cope with it was 
not perfected until recently. I pro¬ 
pose to initiate scientific pro¬ 
ceedings in the handling of 
charity rolls, determining the 
proper classification for welfare 
aid by measures of work relief 
rather than contributions that 
more or less represent a dole.” 

And on_ the subject of flood 
control, his announcement said: 
"Four years of experience with ' 
that very necessary and impor¬ 
tant function of county govern- j 
mont which must be considered ! 
along with the function of the * 
general sanitation districts and ■ 
water conservation, convinces me 
that the department of flood con- 
control must remain free and un¬ 
hampered in extending a program 
of protected measures that will \ 
provide safety basins in the ] 
drainage areas. The entire flood 
control area must be worked out , 
upon a basis of district needs ' 
which will require a critical en¬ 
gineering survey to insure prop- j 
er and economical expenditure of 
flood control funds."

Home Training Held Impor¬ 
tant In Helping Establish 
Self Confidence 

T HE Mothers’ Auxiliary of the 
Sierra Madre Children’s 
Dramatic Guild was formed 
at the organization's between- 
plays picnic at the City Park 
Saturday afternoon, and plans 
were formulated for the Guild 
production of "The Magic Key" 
which will be presented at the 
public library In the near future. 

Mrs. Hallie Hogan was elected 
president of the Auxiliary, Mrs. 
Moeller, vice-president, and Mrs. 
Harry Howard, secretary-treasur¬ 
er. Mrs. Hogan ,in expressing her 
views on the Guild movement, 
which was started here some 
months ago by Mrs. Florence 
Eakman, said; 

. "It is very difficult fpr me 
to tell you all that the Child¬ 
ren’s Guild means to me. Pri- 
marilly 1 am interested in what 
it will do for my own children. 
But I am very much interested 
in all children, and it gives me 
great pleasure to see any of 
them succeed. 

"If the plans for the Child¬ 
ren’s Guild can be carried out as 
Mrs. Eakman has outlined them, 
the advantages to the children 
of Sierra Madre will be num¬ 
erous. I can only mention a few 
of them. The training in expres¬ 
sion, pronunciation, poise, grace 
and voice are all most impor¬ 
tant to the child both now and in 
later life. It gives him self-con¬ 
fidence, balance, and dignity 
which are of life long value. 

“Mrs. Eakman is very careful 
in helping the chieldren to select 
only good poems for their reci¬ 
tations. In this way they will 
learn an appreciation of good lit¬ 
erature . A taste for good liter¬ 
ature has to be cultivated. We 


are not born with it. The public 
school does all it can along this 
line, but the child usually re¬ 
gards the school reading as les¬ 
sons and he will not follow the 
same reading for pastime.” 

She continued to outline the 
advantages the children gain in 
added self confidence, overcoming 
of inferiority complexes, and told 
the mothers that each of them 
could greatly help in the ad¬ 
vancement of the Guild by doing 
whatever small bit she could find 
time to do. 

"I have saved until the last," 
she concluded, "the advantage 
that I think is perhaps the great¬ 
est of all afforded hy the guild. 
At least to the children while 
they are children and perhaps 
later as well. It gives them a 
constructive interest outside of 
the school and the home. An out¬ 
side interest is essential. If we 
don’t give it to them, they will 
get it for themselves, and many 
times their selection is not the 
best thing for them. This outside 
interest must be something they 
like to do, something that makes 
them happy, and that does not 
seem too much like work. For 
many children the drama guild 
will supply that very thing, and 
he of untold value at the same 
time. The business meetings are 
conducted like those of any club 
with duo regard to parlimentary 
law. Now, all of these things are 
possible through the Guild and 
perhaps many others that I have 
not mentioned. But we cannot ex¬ 
pect to give our children to Mrs. 
Eakman and have her turn them 
out cultured little men and wom¬ 
en without any help. That is 
more than is humanly possible 
for one woman to do. She needs 
our help in many ways. Perhaps 
one of the greatest needs is the 
help we can give her in our 
homes.”

ASTERS ALWAYS GREAT 
FAVORITES IN THE GARDEN 

A MONG the finest cut flowers 
in the garden are asters, 
the seeds of which must be 
planted during the spring months 
and young plants from the nur¬ 
series may be set out now. There 
are many forms of asters such 
as the border and bedding types 
and the large-flowering, long¬ 
stemmed varieties which are used 
mostly for cut flower purposes. 

Popular varieties for cut 
flowers are American Beauty 
Rose, Azure Fairy, and Peach 
Blossom, as well as a mixture of 
many colors. Another form is the 
California Giant aster. Large 
fluffy flowers are the character¬ 
istic feature of this type, which 
also boasts long stems. Because 
this variety has few or no side 
branches large flowers may be 
had without disbudding. They are 
available in the popular Apple 
Blossom, Light Blue, Rose, White, 
etc. One of the best keeping va¬ 
rieties is the King aster type. 
This is a very graceful flower 
forming large loose double flow¬ 
ers with quilled petals. It is a 
distinct form and very desirable 
for its long nonbranching stems. 
For garden display where long 
stems are not essentially desired, 
American branching asters are 
effective. The flowers are double 
with incurving petals and are 
produced in abundance. 

An outstanding beautiful aster 
is the Cattleya. This is an ostrich 
feather type aster of a pleasing 
orchid shade, distinctive in that 
no other aster is of the same 
shade. The plants are of branch¬ 
ing habit, grow to a height of 
18 to 20 inches and produce many 
flowers. Another is the Aurora,

[ for borders as well as generally 
in the garden. These two asters 
are little known but deserving of 
more extensive use since they are 
easy of culture. 

Lilliput flowered asters are an¬ 
other charming variety. These 
plants grow about 15 inches high 
and combine well with the larger 
types. The flowers are small, 
quilled, and ball shaped with no 
ray or guard petals. They have 
good keeping qualities and make 
a fine cut flower. They deserve 
a more extensive planting in the 
home gardens, and there are 
types to suit all tastes. 

For best results asters should 
never be grown in the same bed 
a second year. Transplantings of 
asters should be made while the 
plants are quite small.
